We doe not read that theſe convocations were 
inveſted with any juriſdidtion,or that that the Rabbics or chief Prophets 
teaching in theſe convocation-houſes , had any power ofruling or go- 
verning and ofmaking lawes , which obliged thoſe that were taught, 
and required ſubmiſſion to them for fear of any' puniſhment or cenſure 
inflicted by them. 1 cannot better compare the extent , of the power 
of ſuch Rabbies in the houſes of convocation then to that of Zeno, 
Plato or Ariſtotle over their ſchollars who with willing ſubmiſſion ' 
embraced their ſayings and precepts , ſo that the Princeor Do@orof 
the ſchool needed not any reſtraining or coercive diſciplineto order 
them ; and indeed it is very probable that the ſchools of the Greek 
Philoſophers were modelled after the Iewiſh convocations or . 
ſchools.

That beſides theſe conyocations ſet up in all the Land of Canaan, 
there was a pblick nationall worſhip and forme ofreligion , ordered 
and commanded by the Prince , Indges and Magiſtrates ofthe people 
and not by the Prieſts and Levites,much lefſe by theſe Rabbies and Pro- 
phets, we need no moreproofs then we need a candle toſee at noon- 
day; one worſhip was to.continueto theend ofthe world , th' other 
was legall,typicall, ceremoniall,and was no longer to continue then the 
Leviticall worſhip, the Preſthoods the Altar, the Temple and the Sacri- 
fices were tohold. This kind of nationall lewiſh Church-way was to 
giveplace to a Chriſtian nationall Church-way ; where there is no fur- 
theruſe of Priefts, Levites; Altar, Sacrificeand ceremonialllaw; and the 
lewiſh congregationall way was to remain forthe ſubſtance ofit, under 
the occonomie ofthe Goſpell the very ſame , only this latter was tobe 
performed under greater light and manifeſtations of truths and graces: 
inthe former congregationall way Chriſt's Sacrifice on the Croſſe was 
preached bythe Sacrifice ofa contrite and ofa broken heart , and juſtifi- 
cation by Faith in the Blood of (_hriſt - was delivered by the non impu-* 
tation of (ins, Plalme 3 2. In the latter way which is that ofthe Chriſtian 
congregations and convocations, Chriſt his coming in the fleſh;his paſ-

Yet there is that difference in thoſe Churches wayes, both nationall 
and congregationall betwixt the conſtitution under the Old Teſtament 
and that under the New , that the nationall and congregationall way 
was under the Old Teſtament quite different in kind from the congre- 
gationall , but not ſounder the New , under which they differ nothing 
at all in the worſhip and the matter of it, norin the Miniſters that attend 
it, neither as I conceive> inthe ſafety, but only in the manner of deliyer- 
ingand attending it : for in the congregationall Chriſtian way , men 
congregate willingly and voluntarily for the very love of the truth; and 
only for conſcience ſake without any outward conſideration from 
.men, but in the Chriſtian national; all men doe not goe tothe places of 
Gods worſhip only for the loye of the truthand by a meer diQate of 
conſcience, butalſo that they may appear inthe cycs ofthe world to.be 
conformable'to the received and recommended nationall worſhip , or 
for tear of ill repute, or.of being dammnificd in their private affairs.It were 
to be wiſhed that all men and dwellers under one Magiſtrate were ſo 
willing to attend pure ordinances and were ſo holy in theirlives-, ' that 
they might be all onc holy congregation tothe Lord;(o that there were 
no other Church. way beſides the nationall;or that all men of the ſame 
Nation and territory were ſo minded toattend pure'ordinances in a 
congregationall way that there were no need to ſct up a nationall wor- 
ſhip anda way of religion by a power of Magiſtracy : but neither of 
thembeing ever tobe expeRted the ſoverain Magiſtrate in every Nation 
and territory ought not only to give way to all ſorts of men that agree 
with him, in the fundamentall of Chriſtian-Religion to chuſe both the 
perſon by whomthey will be taught and ſuch ordinances, fello wſhip or

Any of late who have written of this ſubje@ haye ſpent much pa- 

perand ink in vain, without ſtating the right of Tithes:ſome are 

yery cager to prove thatrthey are of Divine perpetuall right , and not 

alterable without ſin by any law of man : others, that they arc ofa Di- 

vine.xight , but to be of no longer ſtanding ' than; the Moſaicall 

lawes and ceremonics ; and ſo to be abrogated by.a Chriſtian Magi- 

ſtrate : ſomedifprove wholly the uſe of them , not becauſe they are 

tythes, but becauſe they are (etled maintenance forthe Miniſtrys which 
maintenance they would wholly take away in order (it ſcems)to the 
aboliſhing of a ſtanding Miniſtery imployed by the Sqverain Magiſtrate 
for promoting the ſettlement of religion and piety in a nationall-pu- 
blick way. Theyarc in theright, in my judgement, that hold they ace. 
to be retained, 1. by Divineright , ſo far as by Diyinerightthe Magi- 
ftrat who muſt order matters of religion ina nationall publick way, isto 
makea proviſion for the Miniſtery, and that noproviſion is more juſt e- 
quall and reaſonable than that of Tythes.

Thoſe that hold them be of perperaall right , have committed many 
grolle- 
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grofle miſtakes. . 1- the Divine right of the law of Tythes is-not inthe 
numberof 10. bur inthe proportion of oneto ten>w hich God allowed 
- asa reaſonable maintenance for a tenth part ofthe people, eyen all the 
tribe of Levi , andtodefray all the charges about the Levitical worſhip: 
now thetribe of Leyi was about the 10tÞ part, if we take in thoſe that 
were not of the tribe of Levi,and were attending on many tow employ- 
ments neceſlarily to be diſcharged about the Levites or the Levitical 
ſervice, and were tolive ofthe leavings of the children of Levi. Now 
this proportion of one toten being of Divine inſtitution andright, this 
law of Tythes cannot be fulfilled in a Chriftian Commonwealth, except 
the Miniſtry be ſo numerous as tomake the tenth part ofthe people,or_ 
unlefs their maintenance be of that proportion, as one is to the number.

Since then the Miniſters of 
the Goſpell were to be either by Gods providence, permiſſion or ap- 
ointment,nothing ſonumerous as the proportion of one isto ten,is it 
robable that the law enjoyning an Iſraclite to pay one of ten can 
frand inforce under the Goſpel , and be fulfilled when $500, Pariſhioners 
pay the tenth part of theiryearly revenue in corn, fruits and money to 
'one Minjiſterthad it been ſo,then oneLevite had been-yerypoorly ſhared 
in compariſon of one Miniſter ofthe Goſpell.: for the Levite could 
receive bur of one man the tenth, th' other (it may be) the tenth of 500.

houſes arenot tythable.' But the Tythes paidto rhe M iniſter arc iinpto- 
erly called tenths.; for were the duly paid , they would amountrothe 
fifth or ſixth part ofevery landed man in corn, graffe , fruit andcattle, 
Suppoſe one countrey Pariſh had one 1000. Akers of Land tillage and 
paſture worth one with another 20.f. an Aker , I conceive if the Pa- 
riſhioners of one conſent ſhould giveto their Miniſterin lieu of Tythes 
100. Akers of groundto till and mannre himſelf, or to lct to another, 
that then thoſe Tythes ſhould beexaQly the tenth of the revenue ofthe 
whole Pariſh, viz. a 1000.1. for a 1000.

The law of Tythes cannot be ofaperpetuall Divine right, inregard 
this reyenue allowed for the upholding a ceremoniall worthip , 
and for maintenance of a Leviticall Pricfthood , was to ceaſe with the 
Prieſt and Prieſthood , which ended at the ſame time that Icſus 
Chriſt ſaid a# is fulfilled. When there was no more need of an Al- 
tar , good reaſon that gifts ſhould be no longer brought tothe Al- 
tar”, thoſe alſo that ſerved at the Altar being diſmiſſed ,*as of no 
further uſe.

heritance, for, that which was nottheir forefathers could not defcend 
to them : Neither came Tythes to the people by donation, which 
they can never ſhew:the people mcerly afford-their labour in exchange 
ofthe labour in word and dodtrine diſpenſed to them and yet ſcarce 
that, - ſince it is due whenthe Tythes' are impropriate ,-ſotharborh 1a- 
bour and Tythes arelike a rent'that the Land is charged with- , [not by 
the Landlord, but by the ſtate and law of the Land , without any da- 
magelofle or diminution of rent or profits to the owner , whobought 
the Land upon that conſideration thatit was Tythable, and whick had 
been the dearer had itbeen infeodatcd at the firſt purchaſe..
